Tin* task of raising so large a sum as 
$20,000,000, seeming ly impracticable, 
is by no mea ns impossible, say the bish­ 
ops interested. Bishop Andrews, for in - 
stance, while not the most sa ng uine of 
those who attended the conference, is 
confident the sum raised will astonish 
tho skeptics. He recalls the fact that as 
far back as 1802, when the one hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the first Metho 
dist church in the United States wa s 
celebrated, a fund of $0,000,000 wa s 
raised with compa ra tive ease and dis­ 
patch. 
It is understood that a consider 
able part of the $20,000,000 will be ox - 
pt ruled in Africa. “ Africa ,” said Bish­ 
op llartzell, “ is rapidly being prepared 
for civiliza tion. Wo ha ve a good church 
established in Liberia, with nearly 2,000 
pupils. There are 85 missiona ry workers 
in that republic. We hope to g reatly ex - 
tend our elforts in that, continent. “ —
